York. Later he graduated from 
the Eckels College of Mortuary 
Science in Philadelphia, passed 
the state board and became a 
licensed embalmer.

bribe. Corn had told a grand 
jury his undeclared income was 
gambling winnings. 


Corn, 80 years old and a mem- 


ber of the high court for a quar- 
ter of a century, showed

emotion as he was sentenced in 
federal court to 18 months in 
prison and fined $11,250.

He 
said it was connected witli a 
pending case in 1956 involving a 
corporation which was not iden- 
tified, which needed a "favora- 
ble decision." Potter said a gov- 
ernment witness was asked how 
much the decision was worth 
and when Corn was told $150,- 
000, the judge said he felt some- 
thing could b« worked out.

of the Statue of Liberty. 


In the last 17 years he has 


made 40,000 round trips from 
Battery Park to the statue, and 
brought more than 10 million 
tourists to see her. 


He even met aboard his ship 


—and 
later 
married—the 


daughter of the National Park 
Service 
superintendent 
who 


cares for the Statue of Liberty. 


But Capt. Clancy has never 


been inside the monument him- 
self. 


"I've never had a chance," 


explained the cherry little Irish 
skipper. "As soon as I get 
there, I have to turn around and 
come back. I'll do it when I 
retire." 


But the great copper lady 


with the torch remains a dom- 
inant interest in the 54-year-old 
pilot's life. He feelsthat in a 
way he "owns a piece" of her. 
One of his most cherished pos- 
sessions is a small piece of 
metal cut from the statue's 
jase during renovation work 
several years ago. 


And he never tires of watch- 


ng the emotional reactions of his 
passengers on viewing the great 
monument that has symbolized 
American freedom to so many 
pillions 
of 
arriving 
immi- 


grants. 


"Some of them break into 


tears — especially those from 
'oreign 
countries," 
he 
said. 


'Many of them kneel and kiss 
.he earth around the statue. 
Some take a bit of earth with 
them." 


This Saturday—the Fourth of 


July—marks the 80th anniver- 
sary of the acceptance of the 
statue as a gift of the French 
people. 


Proud as a bantam rooster, 


Capt. Clancy will be at the 
helm today of a spanking new 
vessel, "Miss Circle Line," as 
she makes her inaugural trip 
out to Liberty Island amid a 
welcoming din from other ships 
in the harbor. 


She cost $850,000, is 155 feet 


long, and will carry 1,037 pas- 
sengers. According to Francis 
J. Barry, Circle Lines presi- 
dent, she is the largest vessel 
of her type built in this country 
in 35 years. 


Some tourist attractions here, 


such as the Woolworth Tower, 
the 
Flatiron 
building 
and 


Grant's Tomb, have waxed and 
waned in favor. But the popu- 
larity of the Statue of Liberty 
has increased with the passage 
of time. 


Recently from 850,000 to 900,- 


000 people have come to see her 
each year. That figure is ex- 
pected to rise to at least one 
million annually during the New 
York World's Fair period.
